A FEMALE MEMBER.

EVERY GANG OF COUNTERFEITERS
HAS CONTAINED A WOMAN,

It Is a Weaknens of the Sex, and They Are
Frequently Very Clever—Some of the
Women Who Have Been Convicted of

) Making and Passing *Queer” Monoy.

Women have o weakness for counter-
feiting, The first person ever executed
for that crime was o woman, She was
an English woman named Barbara Spen-
cer and wns put to death in 1721 for
muking fulse shillings. She was stran.
gled and burned at the stukoe, Curiously
enough, her acoomplices were aequitted,

Nuney Kidd was one of the most re-
markable female counterfeiters ever
known in this country. she Lelonged to
a fumnily of noted forgers.  Bhe carvied

her person. The governnient officiald
weare completely at o loss to know how
ghe had obtiained this. FPinally she con-
fessod that a chemieal golution hid been
nsed to wash the Tuces of the notes and
make them perfeetly elean. Thus she
was in the hobit of taking §1 bills and
changing them into larger denomina
tions, Tlie government auathorities re-
lensed ber in retorn for this valuable
information and for telling them what
the solution was, However, they had
her ehadowed by detectives and finally |
eaught her with £17,000 worth of coun-
terf{rit money in o box. She was founil
guilty upon seven different indictmenty
for counterfeiting and was sentenced to
eight years in the stute prison, where
she finally died,

One of the clevercst tricks ever played
on Unale Sum wasinvented by a woman
who lived in Philadelphin. Hor plan
was to tako £10 and $20 poldpicees and
with a small drill worked by steam
pewer to bore ont the insides and then
refill them with some bise metal, being
very careful that they should weigh ex-
actly the right amonnt when sho had
finished. This she accomplished by drill-
ing through the milled edge of the coin,
and then, after {illing the hole, cover it
with a little of the extracted gold, In
this way she made §7.650 on every englo
and about $16 on every double eagle.
The officinls of the sceret servies say
that this is the sufest devico ever in-
vented for cheating the treasury.

Counterfeiting is very apt to run in
families, This, of course, i3 natural, as ‘
a father brings up his son or daughter
to follow his profession. Women who |

|

wonld otherwise be good are often led
into thissort of erime by marrying men |
who curry iton as abusiness. But some- |
times it works the other sway—women |
teach their husbands how to make false
money. This is what happened when
Ben Boyd marvied Mary Ackermun of
Indiana. Her father was one of the
most snecessful connterfeiters of hisday,
and hisg donghter had a thorough ac-
quaintance with the art. Mis. Boyd
carefully tapght her husband all the se-
crets of the trade, aid ho becamo one of
the most fnmouns forgers of the nge.

They curried on the business with |

such a high degree of akill that they
wera not captured for years, and when
at last tho secret service Huwkshaws did
run them down not a single counterfeit
plate, note or coin was found in their
possession,  When  their  hovse was
senrched, $%,000 in pood money wus
fonnd. This small amount was all the
money they had acenmulated during all
their yeara of erime.  Of conrse the offi-
cers conld not touchit. Aftérward safi-
cient cvidence was secured to eanviet
thom, and they were sént to prison.
They beth elaimed to e converted while
in stato prison, and after their release
gettled in Chicago, where they appar-
ently lived nn Lhonest life.

A caso that apnoyed tho gecret servics
very much was that of a woman who

employed o clever dodge, She went to a
large shop and selected a valoable shawl,
To puy for this sho handed the clork n
United States treasury note for $1,000,
Ha took the money and disappeared, not
returning for several minutes. When he
came back, slie asked hiim why he had
kept hor waiting, and he confessed that
he had taken the bill to a bank near by
to bo sure that it was gooll, Sha pre-
tended to Lo very angry and  said that
ghe would not buy the shawl on any ae-
count and walked out of the shop, A
little later in the day sho returned and
suid that s she could not find any other
ghawl that suited her as well in the
other shops she had deeided to take it
in gpite of the insult offered her, She

the shawl and the ehange, left tho ghop,
The owner of the shop afterward discov-
ered that the note he finally acceptad
was o counterfeit. The fivst bill had
been good, but on ‘her return she gave
him the falso one, which wus a won-
derfully clever imitation. The secrot
serviee was much agitated abont this
and several others of the #1,000 bills
which turned up, but they have siace
captured the plates

Praeticnlly every gang of countarfoit-
ers ever darrested has had women agso-
ciates. In tho oflice of the seeret service
in Washington there is u laygoe frame, 4
feet squury, filled with the photographs
of women who bhave either mude or
passed false money, Mon almost always
employ their wives or daughters for the
purpose of “‘shoving'' their counterfeits,
—Washington Puost.

Set Out Trees In the Bpring,

Spring i8 o botter time to set trees
than fall, beeause ut that season trees ure
beginning to grow and will, therefore,
be in acondition to respond more readi-
Iy to treatment, while in full they ure
unlikely to establish themselves before
told weather sets in. Preserve the roota
to the fullest possible extent and do not

disturb the tree antil after it has ripon-
ed and hae ghed its folinge. If the roota
are cut away, aa they almost invariably
are in gpring planting, be sure to cat
back the top proportionntely, —Eben B
